A comedy that hits you where it hurts. 
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A MOVIE TO 
SUIT ALL TASTES 


They say smell is the most powerful sense in evoking memory. 
A whiff of apple pie whisks you back to your mother’s kitchen. A sniff of mosquito repellent 
transports you to a campsite you haven’t seen in decades. 

I’d argue that taste is a close second, and that it works both ways. Think about a certain food and 
you can practically taste it. I’ve been a vegetarian for seven years and can still lay in bed at night (and 
in the interest of full disclosure, often do) and recall spice-for-spice how a piece of KFC tastes, its 
salty intricacies entirely different than the tangy sauce on the quarter-chicken over at Swiss Chalet. 

Which may be why the vast majority of movies about food turn out to be so good — Chocolat, 
Babette’s Feast, Eat Drink Man Woman, Big Night, Ratatouille. Without the aid of actual smell or 
taste, the filmmakers manage to access those sense memories, even activating your salivary 
glands. The eyes kick in and send messages to your stomach, the sound of something sizzling in a 
fry pan doesn’t hurt, and then the ultimate shot — a character tastes the food. 

While a lot of people are categorizing Julie & Julia as a chick flick, I propose it’s part of that much 
narrower — and far more interesting — genre, the food flick. The movie stars Meryl Streep as 
cooking-show pioneer Julia Child and Amy Adams as Julie Powell, a woman who dedicated a full 
year of her life to replicating every recipe in Child’s cookbook Mastering the Art of French Cooking. 

In “All the Right Ingredients,” page 38, Adams and Streep discuss their improbably entwined 
characters, filming on either side of the Atlantic and how butter makes everything taste good. And, 
if you do see the movie, make sure you have reservations for a good restaurant booked beforehand. 

G.I. Joe: The Rise of Cobra is another film that relies largely on accessing memories — those 
belonging to a generation of (largely) men who spent their childhoods in basements playing with 
camo-clad dolls. In “Being All That He Can Be,” page 18, Dennis Quaid discusses the big-bang flick. 

Diane Kruger returned to her native Germany to play a Nazi killer in Quentin Tarantino’s bloody 
and brutal Inglourious Basterds. Read “Beauty and the Beasts,” page 26, for her take on the revisionist 
pic she calls a “fairy tale” and a “farce.” 

If you think the violence in Tarantino’s film is over-the-top, you might want to skip Rob Zombie’s 
H2, the heavy-metal-singer-turned-horror-auteur’s follow-up to his Halloween remake. In “Prince of 
Darkness,” page 30, Zombie warns there’s no humour in his film — it’s grim and it’s dirty. 

Vanessa Hudgens makes the slow move away from High School Musical with a movie 
about...some high schoolers...making music. But it is quite a different film. We swear. In 
“Can’t Stop the Music,” page 34, Hudgens recalls shooting Bandslam. 

And on page 22 we have “Field of Dreams,” an interview with Ang Lee, Emile Hirsch and 
Demetri Martin about Taking Woodstock, their surprising perspective on the most famous music 
festival of all time. The surprise? The main character doesn’t even see the show.

You'll often hear filmmakers say they make movies 
for their kids, but Robert Rodriguez makes movies with his kids. 
This month the Texas-born director and father of five — Rocket Valentino, 
Racer Maximilliano, Rebel Antonio, Rogue Joaquin and daughter Rhiannon Elizabeth — unveils Shorts, a 
family flick about a group of children who come across a rainbow-coloured space rock that grants wishes. 
Rodriguez's 10-year-old son Rebel co-stars as Lug, one of the film’s kids, and it’s not the first time Rebel 
has appeared in one of his dad’s films. He had a cameo in the decidedly adult Planet Terror, and played the 
very young Sharkboy in The Adventures of Sharkboy and Lavagirl 3-D. 
Rebel’s older brother, Racer, actually inspired Sharkboy. Racer told his dad about a dream he had starring 
a superhero who was half-boy/half-shark, and Rodriguez then asked him to come up with a female co-hero, 
a villain and the setting. The film’s credits include the line: “Based on the stories and dreams of Racer Max.” 
And when Rodriguez was making the first Spy Kids film in 2001, his oldest son Rocket would 
accompany dad onto the set and sit alongside him as he directed to offer suggestions and advice. 
But Rodriguez's most inspired use of his kids on screen had to be in 2002's Spy Kids 2: Island 
of Lost Dreams. Worried about whether some of the fight scenes might be too dangerous for 
his child actors, Rodriguez cast the then six-year-old Rocket and five-year-old Racer as 
stunt doubles. Rodriguez cheerfully talks about his decision in a 2002 Newsweek 
article: “I said, ‘Who would let us use their six-year-old as a stunt double?’

f any actor has earned the right to just 
kick back and enjoy the fruits of his 
labours, it’s Dennis Quaid. 

A true Hollywood journeyman, the 
55-year-old Texan has survived an over- 
hyped early career in which he didn’t 
quite make it to the Next Big Thing level, 
some attendant struggles with substance 
abuse, the scandalous breakup of his 

marriage to Meg Ryan and a harrowing hospital 
snafu in which his twin babies were accidentally 
overdosed with a blood-thinning drug. 

But in a recent chat at a Santa Monica, California, 
hotel, Quaid was enormously relaxed and cheerful. 
In fact, he could hardly disguise his amusement 
when talking up his latest movie, G.I. Joe: The Rise 
of Cobra, derived from the cartoon series that, let’s 
face it, was cheesy enough to make Transformers 
look like The Iliad. 

“IT play General Hawk, the leader of the Joes,” says 
Quaid. “I remember when they first came out; sol- 
dier dolls for boys. They hardly did anything, either. 

“This is based on the cartoons, where they 
came up with a whole other story; that was big. 
General Hawk is the guy who created the Joes. He’s 
sort of a cross between Chuck Yeager, Sergeant 
Rock and a kind of naive Hugh Hefner. It’s like, my 
aide-de-camp is a Victoria’s Secret supermodel 
[played by the real thing, Karolina Kurkova], and 1 
never acknowledge that anything’s out of place, 
it’s strictly professional. 

“How serious can it be?” 

Well, as serious as any movie directed by 
Stephen Sommers (The Mummy, Van Helsing) gets. 
With a cast that includes Channing Tatum, Marlon 
Wayans, Sienna Miller, Joseph Gordon-Levitt, 
Ray Park and Rachel Nichols, it’s a special-effects 
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destructo-thon in which Quaid supplies whatever 
gravity there is to be found. 

“It’s set in the future and the Joes are sort of this 
international Special Forces that mainly fight 
these terrorist groups that spring up,” he explains. 
“The movie is really more like James Bond than it 
would be about an army squad. There’s this evil 
mastermind behind this group that’s like SPECTRE; 
he has his own private island and people wearing 
these magic coveralls.” 

And if it succeeds at the box office, Quaid’s 
contracted to come back for more. Twice. 

“It was planned to be a Transformers type 
of big action, popcorn tent pole,” says the actor, 
noting that the giant-robots-from-space maestro 
Michael Bay was originally attached to direct 
G.I. Joe, too. “We hope to make a franchise out ofit. 
There are supposed to be two more movies.” 

That noted, it isn’t all silly stuff these days for 
the man whose admirable filmography includes 
Breaking Away, The Long Riders, The Right Stuff, 
The Big Easy, Great Balls of Fire, Wyatt Earp, Any 
Given Sunday, Traffic, The Rookie, Far from Heaven 
and In Good Company. Upcoming projects include 
playing Bill Clinton in The Special Relationship, 
which was penned by The Queen’s Oscar-winning 
screenwriter Peter Morgan. 

Quaid has indeed reached that presidential 
stage of his career; he did a deft George W. Bush 
caricature a few years back in American Dreamz. 
But the actor harbours no delusions; he’s well 
aware that most people are familiar with him from 
the undemanding, but popular, family comedies 
The Parent Trap and Yours, Mine and Ours. 

“I guess I have a kind of American everyman 
quality,” he reckons.

beauty to portray Bridget von Hammersmark, an actor who helps a 
brigade of Jewish soldiers flame broil the Third Reich in Tarantino’s 
Inglourious Basterds. “It took a while [before he agreed] to audition 
me because he didn’t believe I was German,” Kruger says of the 
director. “And I finally did, and that’s that.” 

Tarantino can be forgiven for the misunderstanding. Kruger, 33, 
speaks fluent French and English in addition to her native tongue. 
She has a long list of credits in French and American films, including 
National Treasure (2004) and its 2007 sequel. And, according to media 
reports, now that her boyfriend Joshua Jackson is shooting TV’s 
Fringe in his hometown of Vancouver, the couple is expected to set up 
house there soon. 

She is perhaps best known for inhabiting the face that launched a 
thousand ships and causing havoc for Brad Pitt’s Achilles in Troy (2004), 
and Inglourious Basterds reunites her with Pitt (who plays squad 
leader Aldo Raine) in a revenge fantasy that rewrites history with a 
pastiche of Tarantino’s favourite movie genres. 

But getting to this point in her career was a struggle. 

Kruger endured a difficult childhood, and turned to ballet to escape 
the tension caused by her alcoholic father. When Diane was 13, her 
mother took her and her brother and fled their home in the middle of 
the night. When an injury ruined her dance aspirations, Kruger 
turned to modelling in France and Germany. 

After some acting classes, Kruger made her onscreen debut in the 
2002 South Africa-set TV thriller The Piano Player with Dennis Hopper. 
Her résumé includes very few German-speaking roles, but Inglourious 
Basterds —- in which she speaks English, French and German — 

should make up for that. 

Kruger was at this year’s Cannes Film Festival, where the movie 
premiered, when we sat down to discuss Tarantino’s quirks and the 
joy of playing a World War II German who’s a hero for a change. 


@:How were you first introduced to the part? 

A:“The script was quite public when Tarantino first decided he was 
going to make this film. 1 immediately thought, ‘Oh, that part should 
goto me.’ It wasn’t a given at all because he had someone in mind for 
this role, so he didn’t want to meet with anyone else. Then that didn’t 
work out for whatever reason.” 


@: Why were you compelled to play Bridget? 

A:“As you can imagine, when you’re German you get offered a lot of 
World War II movies, and I’ve always said no. I didn’t want to be 
limited to play that. Then this came around and it continued >

killing machine. You see her quite vulnerable 
and funny, rather than an obvious cliché of 
Marlene Dietrich the movie star.” 


But you modelled Bridget after another 
German actor, Hildegard Knef. Why? 
A:“What I liked about her was that she was 
very tough and she must have smoked two 
packs of cigarettes a day. Her voice was very 
deep. She was very beautiful but she was 
just a tad mannish, a little tough.” 


What is it about the fairy tale aspect of 
this movie that is so appealing? 
A:“I think it’s part wishful thinking. It was 
fun to me. I am German. Nobody will ever 
forget. It wasn’t disrespectful to anyone. It 
was fun. I liked Quentin’s tone. Only some- 
one like Quentin could pull that off.” 


How would you categorize this movie? 
A:“It’s a Western, a film noir, it’s all those 
things. I don’t think Quentin intended to 
make a serious movie. I don’t think he 
wanted to make something with a deep 
political message. I didn’t see it that way.” 


Did you project yourself into the film? 
A:“1 like to think that if I had the opportu- 
nity to bring down the Third Reich, I would 
have had the balls to do it.” 


How will modern Germany 
regard this? 
A:“It all depends on Germany’s sense of 
humour, which only time will tell. I’m 
German. I thought it was very funny. It’s a 
cool idea. We'll see.” 


We hear so many stories about 

what it’s like to work for Tarantino. 
Please add to the canon. 

A:“It was challenging. He’s very demanding. 
He’s a very precise, hands-on director. For 
example he doesn’t allow for video village 
[in which the director watches a monitor 
in a room away from the set]. He literally 
sits next to the camera and watches you, 
which is a little startling from the begin- 
ning. Sometimes he has to stop a scene 
because he’s laughing at his jokes.... He 
became a huge safety blanket, though. He 
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sees everything. And every little thing that 
you’re trying to do, if he likes what you do, 
he’s right there and he’s going to give that 
an extra shot.” 


He is also known to make actors 
stick to the script. 
A:“He’s very attached to his words in English. 
He can stop a scene if you forget a word.” 


Tarantino made what many might see 

as a guys’ movie, yet it features some 
heroic women, including your character. 
That’s pretty rare. 
A:“He’s one of the few directors who truly 
love strong women. Women are always 
very elevated and are shown as strong, not 
victims.” 


How do you think Inglourious Basterds 

will affect your career? 

A:“I definitely see it as the greatest oppor- 
tunity I’ve had to play in a movie with a 
director that I admire 100 percent. I feel like 
it was the first time a director of this calibre 
trusted me with a part that had nothing to 
do with the way I look or movies I’ve made 
before. He’s famous for hiring people who 
are 100 percent right for the part. I feel like 
that also because of this, a lot of opportuni- 
ties have come across. I’ve gotten spoiled 
with this and realized what a difference a 
great director can make, what he’s able to 
get out of an actress. The next project, Pll 
choose a lot more carefully.” 


You were one of the few to 
speak German, French and English 
in the film. Did you ever play translator 
on the set? 
A:“I did a lot of translating, because you’d 
think you understand something, and then 
you didn’t. For me it was great.” 


Beyond your experience in Cannes, 
what’s it like to see yourself onscreen in a 
film for the first time? 

A:“You don’t really watch the movie. You 
see it for what it is. You discover what it is. 
The cuts. You’re watching your own per-

First, in 2003, Zombie released his ’70s-styled 
shocker House of 1000 Corpses, and then in 2005 
its blood-spattered sequel, The Devil’s Rejects. 
Two years later came his controversial, and 
rather successful, remake of John Carpenter’s 
seminal 1978 horror, Halloween. 

This summer Zombie returns with H2, a 
Halloween sequel that once again casts the 
lovely Scout Taylor-Compton as Haddonfield, 
Illinois, resident Laurie Strode, and Tyler Mane 
as her deranged brother Michael Myers. The 
film picks up where the last movie left off, with 
Laurie in hospital being treated for wounds 
inflicted by her masked sibling. However, as 
Michael hacks, slashes and batters his way 
back to her door — his intent as malicious as 
ever — we slowly begin to realize that the 
madness which has plagued the killer since he 
was a child may in fact be hereditary. 

Zombie was in Los Angeles when Famous 
spoke with him by phone. continued >

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From the time you got the greenlight to do H2 last December 
until completion earlier this year...well, it was a pretty small 
window. It must have been a stressful shoot. 

A:“It was insane, but making a movie is always insane. By the same 
token, we really made things happen in the time that we had. 
Somehow, everyone seemed to move twice as fast which I really 
think worked to the advantage of the picture because there was no 
time to second-guess. We were moving ahead so furiously that no 
one could keep up with what we were doing and I think, creatively, 
the movie has really benefited from it. There’s a real energy here.” 


In the first film you were somewhat shackled by the 
shadow of John Carpenter’s original. Have you strayed 
from the formula with H2? 
A:“Oh yeah, this one is all mine and that’s why I was excited to do it. 
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When yow’re remaking a movie you need to be faithful in some 
respects, at least that’s what I thought when I made Halloween. If 
I had taken it and radically changed it, people would be like, why 
call it Halloween at all? And if I had stuck too close to the source, 
fans would have been just as irate. I was damned either way. So, 
this time, I just did 100 percent what I wanted. I never looked back, 
didn’t think about people’s expectations. I really believe that you 
need to be free to create good work.” 


How do you feel about Hollywood’s need to keep remaking 
classic horror films? 
A:“At first | was pretty bummed out by it all, but now I’m numb to 
it. The business has changed so much and it’s almost impossible to 
get something greenlit unless it’s a remake or a sequel or based on 
a graphic novel or something. So you just have to realize this and 
work within those boundaries.” 


Outside of going entirely with your own creative instincts, 

what’s the biggest departure in H2? 

A:“It’s way darker, way grittier. I thought my Halloween was a 
nice-looking film but it just wasn’t dirty enough for me. I’m a big 
fan of crud, so to speak, so instead of shooting 35 mm, this time I 
used Super 16 mm, which is what I shot The Devil’s Rejects on. Ijust 
love the way it looks, so dirty, so worn. It looks like what 35 mm 
used to look like in the ’70s. To me there’s life in that grime, a real- 
ity that really brings an almost documentary feel to the movie.” 


There’s always a tendency in mainstream horror films to 
bring humour or satire into the proceedings. Is there any 
comedy within the confines of your film? 

A:“There’s really no humour in H2 at all, it’s very grim. Every 
character is totally f--ked up, totally damaged after the events in 
the first movie. We basically follow the path of three people, 
Michael, Laurie and Dr. Loomis [once more played by veteran 
British actor Malcolm McDowell] and how they all came out of it. 
Loomis seems to have come out of it perfectly and if there is any 
dark laughs in the film, they come out of what a douche bag he’s 
turned into. But that’s Malcolm, that’s what I love about him. He’s 
so good about playing that part. He can be such a prick on camera 
and yet he can be so charismatic and lovable at the same time.” 


Like Tarantino, you seem to thrive on resurrecting 
these ’70s cult actors like Malcolm and assimilating them 
into your cinematic universe. Who else have you 
brought on board for H2? 
A:“I was so totally excited to have Margot Kidder in this one. 
Some people thought that, because of the troubles she’s had in 
the past, there would be issues with her on set, but she was a joy 
and she’s incredible in the movie. It seems that many of the actors 
who worked in the ’70s have a different vibe; they have a looser, 
freer aura about them. Whether it be Margot or Karen Black or 
Brad Dourif, they all just have such a different sense of who they 
are. I love working with them and, for me, it’s just a thrill to still 
have them around.” ἢ

Sa5m also possesses some hardcore musical talent, which comes 
to the forefront during Bandslam. Graff, an actor turned filmmaker

he cast be able to play his/her musical instrument in the movie — 


Too bad no one told Hudgens about that. “Honestly, they didn’t 
even tell me I would have to play,” she says, still sounding a bit sur- 
prised.

And Bandslam proves 
she has the acting chops to survive in a post-HSM world, if only 
Hollywood movie execs would stop sending her HSM retread scripts. 

“The things that I really like are, of course, the things I really have 
to fight for because they are different,” she says of the roles she 
wants to play. Her boyfriend Efron complains of the same problem, 
and you wonder who she thinks has had an easier time making that 
transition to more adult fare — him or her? “I don’t necessarily think 
it’s an easy thing in general,” she says diplomatically. “You just have 
to be smart and it doesn’t matter who you are, you just have to be 
smart about what you’re doing and really be focused.” 

So could Hudgens — not Efron — be HSM’s breakout star? 

She just finished filming Beastly in Montreal, which is a modern- 
day take on the Beauty and the Beast fable in which a spoiled young 
man (Alex Pettyfer) is turned into a horrible monster, and Hudgens 
plays the girl who can break the spell. 

But the big news is that cutting-edge director Zack Snyder (300, 
Watchmen) cast Hudgens in his next film, Sucker Punch, due out in 2011. 
She joins castmates Abbie Cornish, Jena Malone and Emily Browning in 
the female-only action flick about a girl in a mental institution who re- 
treats into a fantasy world where she fights against her tormentors. 
Hudgens plays Blondie, one of the institution’s inmates, in this 
movie Snyder refers to as “Alice in Wonderland with machine guns.” 
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However, kicking butts and toting a gun are yet to come, the 
Hudgens we spoke with was on hiatus, back home in L.A. having 
returned from Bandslam’s Austin set. “I’m just kind of waiting since 
I’m going to have to do two movies in a row, so I’m just relaxing 
before the storm.” 

And what does that entail? “Hang out, relax at home, do nothing. 
Avoid my phone,” she says with a laugh. 

To be honest, it’s difficult to believe someone who’s been per- 
forming since she was eight could really sit still and do nothing. 
When pushed, she does concede she’s no couch potato. “I have 
been getting antsy, yes, but I definitely have the ability to relax. I 
think I’m going to start photography, and I’ve been working out a 
lot — Pilates, boxing, spinning and hiking. And it’s always nice 
driving around with the top down.” 

Although, at least one aspect of filming Bandslam in Austin was 
relaxing as well. 

“It was my very first time there, and there were no paparazzi, 
which was nice. You could just walk around everywhere, it was 
really artsy and there was really cool music. 

“It was nice to just wake up in my pyjamas, go downstairs and 
walk my dog.” ἢ

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Julie Powell; 
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my Adams and Mery] Streep really enjoyed working 
together in Doubt. 

So much so, they hope to do it again some day. 

In the meantime, there’s Julie & Julia. 
The film is a combination of renowned food 
writer and TV cook Julia Child’s autobiography 
My Life in France and Julie Powell’s recent 
bestseller about trying to make all the 


recipes in Child’s Mastering the Art of 2 


French Cooking, Vol. 1. Writer-director Nora Ephron’s script depicts 
the goings on at Child’s (Streep) French residence of the 1950s, and 
Powell’s culinary experiments in her cramped New York apartment, 
which commenced in 2004, the year of Child’s death. 

“I was really happy to have worked with Meryl on Doubt because 
in Julie & Julia we don’t share any scenes,” notes Adams who, like 
Streep, was Oscar-nominated for her performance in the earlier film. 
“It would have been a great heartbreak of my life to have done a 
movie with Meryl Streep and not shared a scene with her!” 

Not that Julie & Julia was unfulfilling. 

“It’s parallel stories,” Adams explains. “I’m reading her book, and 
it goes back and forth between that and Julie & Julia written by

Julie Powell. It’s this beautiful parallel of these two women 
searching for themselves and finding themselves through food 
and cooking, and finding purpose.” 

“It follows a long time in her life,” Streep says of the towering 
(6’2”) superchef with the distinctively trilling voice. “But it’s not 
about her. It’s about a young woman in Queens who works at the 
Lower Manhattan Development Project right after 9/11.” 

During separate interviews last fall, both actors wear their 
blond hair in ponytails; Adams sporting a sharp, navy blue suit 
while Streep is elegantly relaxed in an olive green silk smock over 
dark blue jeans and high heels. 

Adams’ blue eyes sparkle as dazzlingly as they do onscreen, 
reinforcing the notion that she’s some version of the optimistic 
Pollyanna she played in Junebug, Enchanted and Night at the Museum: 
Battle of the Smithsonian. But the actor says Powell should leave 
quite a different impression. 

“Our characters are polar opposites in Julie & Julia,” says Adams. 
“Meryl’s so fantastic as Julia Child, creates a humanity and a 
warmth. My character’s the complete opposite, frustrated and 
confused and questioning and grouchy.” Where did she find that 
kind of personality, we wonder. continued > 
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“Yeah, I learne 
to COOK,” says Sireep. 
‘Tm not that good. 
Bul, y know, you put 
butter on anything, 
it really does taste 
better. That was her 
whole thing” 


“You know, I do not have an unflagging good spirit,” Adams says 
with a laugh. “It’s about a 75 to 25 ratio, I would say. And those who 
know me well are always, like, when it comes out, ‘Oh, here she is; 
here’s the other Amy.’ They can well attest.” 

Streep, apparently, did not get that memo. 

“Amy’s incredible. In-credible,” the acting legend gushes. “She just 
seems so pure and guileless. And she’s very alive on set. Too bad we 
never crossed paths on this one. It was like two different movies. We 
got to shoot in Paris and she got to shoot in Queens!” 

As for her own work on the film, Streep — who lets others claim 
she can do anything, but has never said so herself — didn’t come 
away from Julie & Julia with a new language or musical skill like she 
has in films past. As for French cuisine... “Yeah, I learned to cook,” 
Streep shrugs. “I’m not that good. But, y’know, you put butter on 
anything, it really does taste better. That was her whole thing.” 

Otherwise, the role had a very easy “in” for the record-holding, 
15-time Academy Award nominee (and double winner). 

“You do immediately envision her by her voice, the way she 
talked,” Streep notes, adding that it’s too bad the movie didn’t go 
a little bit deeper into Child’s just-confirmed activities during 
World War II. “She’s a really interesting woman. It’s so weird, the 
whole thing about her working with the OSS [Office of Strategic 
Services] recently came out. I always said to Nora Ephron, ‘Y’know, 
she was a spy,’ and Nora said, ‘No, that’s just apocryphal, surmised 
by all of these people who have paranoid fantasies.’ Well, I called

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her the minute that it hit The New York Times!” 

Speaking of paranoia, Amy couldn’t help but bring some of it to 
her first encounters with Meryl. 

“I signed on to do both movies before we started Doubt, and she 
agreed to work with me,” Adams reveals. “It’s the same attraction 
everybody has to working with Meryl. But I have to say, going into 
Doubt I did feel an extra, added sense of responsibility that she would 
have a good working experience with me. But Meryl’s not like that. I

think people put on her that sense of perfectionism, that I would 
expect that Meryl would expect that I would be perfect. And that is 
not true at all. She is so open and embracing of the human experience 
that your flaws are just as good as your perfections in her eyes.” 

“Do I have an A Game?” Streep responds to the question of just 
how she’s delivered so many outstanding performances. “I guess I 
try to clear away anything that’s going to inhibit me in my work. I 
have a very bad short-term memory, so that helps [laughs] — it really 
does! I clear away what isn’t going to be useful. You have to check 
your medals at the door. The whole job is to be as honest as you can 
to this person that you’re inhabiting. Their heart, their convictions, 
their needs and dilemma, all those things. So working is kind of a 
wonderful place to be. 

“It’s only when! get out here in the marketing end of moviemak- 
ing that I feel those labels hurled at my feet. But I don’t normally 
feel that way.” 

There is one new label, though, that pleases Streep, who’s been 
more admired for the quality of her work than its mass popularity for 
most of her career. 

“Julie & Julia is coming out in what they now call The Mamma Mia! 
Slot,” she says with a delighted laugh. “That’s because they put 
Mamma Mia! in The Devil Wears Prada Slot. Now they think I’m the 
Queen of Summer! All I can do now is fail.” Πα

Visitors to the Smithsonian's

In 2001, curators heard 
that Child was leaving her 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
home and moving to alittle 
place in California. She was in 
her late 80s at the time. So 
they travelled to Cambridge 
to ask if they could pick up 
the entire room, contents 
included, and move it 
en masse to Washington. 

A statement on the 
Smithsonian website says, 
“We could see that the 
relationships between the 
parts and pieces, and the 


overall organization of the 
space, told a bigger story 
about Julia’s philosophy of 
cooking.” Child agreed, and 
the exhibit opened in August 
2002, two years before the 
famed chef's death. A copy of 
Child’s seminal cookbook 
Mastering the Art of French 
Cooking— which plays a huge 
role in Julie & Julia— is part 
of the display.
